No one 
ran cavil at such items as molori/.ing the lire 
department, improving and extending the work 
of the public library and the schools, adequately 
lighting the parks, building new schools in the 
extreme north and south ends of the cily, fill- 
ing out the details of the sewer" and water sys- 
tems, and so on. These arc the things lhat must 
lie done lo keep the cily a city, lo care for ex- 
pansion and foster progress and comfort.

working for these ends Ihe mayor and the coun-
